CAIRO, Egypt~ With the object. in 
view of furnishing to the peasants of 
upper Myypt such quantities of water as 
they need for cultivating vast tracts of 
hivh-lying arable land, tlie irrigation of 
which, under present circumstances, can 
only be done in a very impertect man- 
ner, a new irrigation company has been 
organized, Hitherto only the owners of 
large those with considerable 
means at their disposal, have been able 
to cultivate these high tracts in a ration- 
al and remunerative manner, which they 
accomplished by means of erecting large 
installations for irrigation purposes, so 
as to be able to get two or three rich 
harvests out of their lands every year. 
It will be readily understood that such 
#w procedure is out of the question for 
the ordinary farmer or peasant, as the 
members of this class are not wealthy 
enough to be able to substitute modern 
urrangements for the primitive imple- 
ments which for ages past have sufticed 
the Kyyptian for the purpose of drawing 
water and conducting it to his fields. 
Under such circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that the peasants are unable to 
get more than one harvest from their 
fields and even this’ minimum can_ be 
achieved only with great exertion and 
ut time of high Nile only. 

There are in upper Egypt thousands 
of feddans of high-lving arable land 
which only await the fertilizing infla- 
ence of water to make them bear profit- 
able crops. It the redemption of 
these lands to agricultural productive- 
ness that is the object of the new irriga- 
tion scheme, the company erecting at 
its own expense installations designed to 
give the peasants the quantities of water 
needful to their farming operations in 
return for an annual water tax. The 
ugreements with the peasantry regard- 
ing the payment of these water taxes 
are entered into for terms of 30 years. 
The pumps, wells and machinery are 
erected on ground owned by the com- 
pany, the latter purchasing from the 
peasants the ground needed for this pur-

The exploit of Phineas Fogg, hero of 
Jules Verne’s novel “Around the World 
in Kighty Days,” was the topic of 
many years. No- 
body could do it outside of a book, was 
said. Since then Nellie Bly, an Ameri- 
can newspaper woman, made the trip 
about the planet in 67 days. 

In 1906 the record was lowered to 41 
days. Rapid transit has improved con- 
siderably since then. ‘The Mauretania 
has clipped a day off the sailing time 
Atlantic, and the Empress 
boats have reduced the time for cross- 
ing the Pacific to 12 days. 

The great Trans-Siberian railroad has 
been double-tracked, the Cireum-Baikal 
link, the lack of which proved so serious 
during the Russo-Japanese struggle, has 
been supplied, and a new railroad has 
been built from Harbin down to Fusan 
in Korea by way of Mukden, Wiju and 
Seoul. 

The published hours of departure and 
the contemplated times of arrival of the 
various boats and trains show that cir- 
cumnavigation of the globe in 33 days is 
a possibility. It remains for somebody 
to try it and succeed.

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EDITORIAL

Talent may be destructive, but constructiveness is the very 
csscuce of genius. That is because genius is the unshackling of 
chought. The mastery of the air can be only his who builds, never 
his who aims to tear down. For only by treedom of thought is this 
mastery possible. Thus the German takes to the adaptation of the 
balloon; and necessarily, because his outlook is limited by militarist 
and ultimately destructive aspirations, and jis thought not ready for 
the purely constructive. There is talent but not genius. His dirigi- 
bles cannot master the air because he would press a new and great 
idea into servitude of an old and petty appetite. Tle does not svar. 

But turn trom the negative to the positive. The achievement 
is the Saxon’s and the Gaul’s, the two modern champions of democ- 
racy. Trench and American genius perceive the opening of a new 
era for humanity; not a mere phase of power to a single nation. 
They rise to soar, not to descend like birds of prey. They aim to 
hit humanity out of imitation in expansion. So vast are the 
Vistas of the new era that the friction of existence on the surface is 
doomed as the outgrown superstition of a smaller age. 

The Portuguese discovery of the sea route to India has but 
immeasurably iereased human strife. To this day the wealth of 
the east, first looted by Albuquerque, is the burden of this world. the 
vreatest menace to peace. But Columbus, whatever his original 
design, opened the great era of settlement. of the true conquest by 
the fittest. .\nd on his plane stand the intrepid Americans and 
Krenchmen. They open the era of expansion where friction shall] 
be made impossible by the vastness of the new scope. Thought in 
Columbus’ age was ready to rise above the haze of the delusion that 
the material earth was the center of the universe; thought in our time 
is ready tor the next upward step. It snaps the bonds, one by one, 
Which would tie it to a material universe with its servitude of strife. 
The mastery of the sea came through that first freedom since Christ, 
the mastery of the air comes throueh the second. But the genius 
ot the last is the greater. Jt brings peace, ultimate peace—peace 
through treedom.

that the public man who sticks for economy has a hard time of it. 
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Perhaps no pubhe man at the national capital has been more 
faisistent jor retrenchment than Representative Tawney, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations. During the last Congress he 
ht steadfastly for economy. It is to hin we owe an exposition 
ational expenditures, made at the close of the last session. that 
at once startled the country and aroused Washington to the nec- 
essity of “paring down” expenses in all of the departments. 
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But when the writer of a recent magazine article attacked the 
last Congress for its alleged opposition to the conservation policy 
tothe last administration, Mr. Tawney prepared a yeply to this 
charge and subnutted it to the magazine in question. It was re- 
turned with the statement, according to Mr. Tawney, that its pub- 
heation would not be good editorial policy. The chairman of the 
appropriations commnittee had undertaken to show that it was not 
opposition to conservation but adherence to a widely approved 


policy of economy that caused Congress to hold back the gyreat ap- 


propriations demanded. He explained to the House, in the course of 
his remarks setting forth the facts relating to the article and his 
attempted reply, that he was personally as niuch in favor of con- 
servation as any other member of that body, but that he was not 
prepared to rush headlong into debt because forest reserves. and 
other means of conservation are held by some to be necessary. He 
sari, also, that there is an honest difference of opinion as to whether 
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the general government or the states should maintain forest reserves, 
and he closed by asserting that the present is no time to expend large 
sums of money on any project. 

The House exhibited respect for Mr. Tawney’s views, and con- 
fidence in his integrity of purpose, by ordering, amid considerable 
applause, that his reply to the magazine article be. printed in the 
Record. 

The country, too, should support Mr. Tawney in his position, 
and by doing so approve the course of Congress in keeping aloof for 
the present from’ all undertakings of an extraordinarily costly 
character. 

The nation should have a chance to right itself financially. If 
it is not to be given this chance, then complaints with regard to 
deficits and special taxation intended to wipe them out should cease.

To the President will belong whatever credit attaches to the 
fact that we shall probably have in the end a tariff measure that has 
been revised downward, rather than upward in violation of the 
pledges of the Republican party and in defiance of popular demand. 
ble has gained a decided victory in the matter of free hides, and a 
secondary, though an important one, in the matter of lumber. More- 
over in bringing the conference conimittee around to his views on 
gloves he has succeeded in forcing a concession with regard to a 
schedule that comes close to the daily life of the consumer. 

In speculating with regard to the conclusion of the tariff con- 
troversy and the enactment of the new law, two facts should be kept 
well in mind—first, that the President would much preter to avoid 
a veto of the measure, and, second, that Congress would much prefer 
to avoid provoking one.

It will be acceptable to the public only in so far as it wall 
carry with it the almost positive assurance that it will be the last of 
its kind. 

For even though the formation of a tariff commission may be 
delayed beyond the time when another revision may be called for, it 
Is as certain as anything can be that the House has surrendered its 
prerogative to the Senate in this particular for the last time. 

The country will hardly permit another repetition of senatorial 
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usurpation with regard to revenue matters. Pe 
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Since the ‘conclusion of the new Franco- 
Canadian treaty of commerce, Germany has 
doubled her efforts to regain’ her former 
foothold in Canada. | prominent. Berlin 
paper has decided to send over one of. its 
experts, who will tour Canada from. the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and make a special 
study of the great northwest country. His 
reports on conditions and prospects, taken 
from observation as well as from interviews 
with prominent Canadians, are expected to stimulate interest in the 
growing nation throughout Germany. 

But it is more important to stimulate Canadian interest in 
Germain commerce. The tariff war between the two countries is 
weighing heavily on Germany, whose exports to Canada have 
declined one half since 1903, the sugar trade, for instance, having 
practically disappeared. On the other hand, Canada’s agricultural 
wplements are reported as revolutionizing the ancient methods of 
soil cultivation in vogue in the fatherland. One of the main pur- 
poses of the German newspaper envoy will be to bring the German- 
Canadian Economic League before the Canadian business world in 
the most prominent manner possible. This league is typical of 
German systematic propaganda and has already attained notable 
success. 

That Canada is far better appreciated abroad than in this 
country 1s pointed out every day, but here is Canada not only as a 
market but as a competitor, also. There is this interesting detail.

that Germany is importing an increasing number of Canadian agri-’ 


cultural machines in preference to those of American make. 
Germany has just asserted her status as a predominantly agricultural 
country; the assertion caused the disruption of a great parliamentary 
coalition, and the fall of a powerful statesman, Germany’s fourth 
chancellor. Putting this together with the fact that, however 
advanced Germany may be industrially, her agricultural methods are 
still in their infancy, the field for the machinery in which Americans 
have hitherto excelled is palpably a very large one. And this field 
is being captured by Canada, which buys little from Germany, while 
the United States, one of the latter’s best customers, is losing ground 
in the sale of one of its specialties. a | 

When it 1s realized that to revolutionize the soil cultivation of a 
country like the German empire is a stupendous undertaking at a 
time when everything tends tmpetuously toward industrial develop- 
ment, and’ when it is remembered that Germany contributed very 
largely to the agricultural settlement of the American West by a 
stream of highly desirable immigrants, it is eminently fit that 
America should striye to supply the implements which will affirm 
Germany's agricultural future.

Peru s att 
tude was disapproved, while Chile felt restrained. 

This controversy 1s sharply brought up in President Lega s 
message, and although Chile appears to have answered all arguments 
by building a railroad across the two disputed provinces into Bolivia, 
it is conceivable that she has not thereby cut the Gordian knot, as 
she might think. | 

While the Tacna-.Arica dispute is of growing concern to this 
country, there is another reference in the presidential message that 
must interest American enterprise. 
tion between Peru and ecuador, along the headwaters ot the Amazon 
and its affuents. The message announces that the award of the Ning 
of Spain is daily expected, and as it has taken four years to searel 
the colonial archives of Madrid and Sevilla for data, it may 
for granted that the arbitral award will be considered as strictly 
authoritative and just. If it gives Icuador afple access to that 
richest of South American areas now hotly contended for by all the 
republics, it will be through that republic that the \mazon can be 
reached most quickly from this country and from the Panama canal.

That there is too much loss of daylight, especially in the summer 


months, is generally admitted ; that by beginning work earlier and 
ending it earlier daily, people would get more out of the twenty-four 
hours than they do at present, is everywhere conceded. But it 1s 
held by those who have given close study to the subject. that there 
is hardly an improvement in this respect that could be brought 
about by legislation that cannot be brought about without it. For 
instance, there is nothing to prevent the average man from rising 
early or retiring early. He can, if he will, snatch from the long 
summer day from one to six hours, depending upon his occupation, 
by rising with the sun. Those who are not bound to arbitrary hours 
of labor cai even now do their day’s work in the forenoon and have 
the afternoon to themselves. Those who are arbitrarily bound can 
enjoy more daylight than they do now, as a rule, in the summer 
season, by regulating their own time. Those who cannot improve 
on the present system of rising and retiring are numerous, but the 
ereat majority are freer to determine how many daylight hours they 
shall have. 

The “daylight saying” claim is a fallacy 1f the saving of day- 
light for the individual is to be done by law; it is far from being a 
fallacy if it is a matter the individual proposes to handle tor himself.
